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California’s battle to escape being 
known, the world over, as The Pro- 


mised Land of the migrant laborer, 
is still far from won. 


“Wheezing relics of the nation’s 
second-hand car lots—the drab 
“covered wagons” of the victims of 
drought’ and depression—stil] roll 
into California by the hundreds at 
every border station. 


But California’s attempt to stem 
the tide, although it has not yet. 
brought the vigorous, constructive co- 
operation of the national govern- 
ment that is badly needed, at least 
has secured active and exceedingly 
helpful assistance in repeated in- 
stances from the Farm Placement 
Service of the Social Security 
Board. 

In the most recent instance, the 
Farm Placement Service, through | 
the aggressive action of W. V. Ak 
len, its California supervisor, aid- 
ed materially in forestalling a new 
rush of migrants from Oklahoma, 
Téxas and Arkansas, which had 
started as a result of nationally- 
published reports of the Madera 
County cotton strike. 


' The first tip that a new stampede 
to California was under way froma 
Madera county supervisor who’ was 
in west Texas at the time and Oob- 
served caravans of cars moving 
westward. On inquiry, he learned 
that the travelers were headed for 
adera county to take the place of 
Fotton pickers then on strike. This 
lews was relayed to Supervisor Al- 
en of the Farm Placement Service | 
«vho, in turn, telegraphed O. D. Hol- 
‘enbeck, director of the service, in 
Vashington, D. C., asking that im- 
mediate steps be taken to discour- 
ge. further migration. Hollenbeck 
promptly communicated with Farm 
Placement supervisors in Oklaho- 
ma, Arkansas and Texas, asking 
that publicity be given to the fact 
that California had far more work- 
“s than jobs and that migrants, 
hoping for work in the cotton har- 
vest, were doomed to disappoint- 
nent. 


Typical of the helpful cooperation | 
that resulted from these appeals 
vas the following bulletin, sent by 
the Oklahoma State Employment 
Service to all of its managers:

Texas newspapers carried an- 
nouncements strongly ee ees | 
the fact that no cotton pickers are 
desired in California. 


Arkansas officials used both the , 
newspapers and the radio to warn 
their people not to go to California 
in the hope of getting work in the 
cotton fields. 

And California, as a consequence | 
of this splendid cooperation, prob- 
ably avoi a new rush of thous- 
ands of “penniless migrants who 
would have eventually become a 
burden on California taxpayers. 


The federal government, if the 
present problem is to be solved be- 
fore it brings ruin to California tax- 
payers, must go further, however, | 
and take steps to assume the cost | 
of supporting the hundreds of 
thousands of itinerants who have 
already migrated to this state. Or 
it must see that they are returned 
to their home states to be support- 
ed or placed in employment there. 

And California’s public officials 
should start “doing their part in 
coping with the problem by putting 
an end to loose talk of bountiful : 


lief and $60 pensions for everyone 
over 60. 

The recent assertions of several

Thirty-Two Villages 
Reported Inundated: 
Populace In Tree Tops 


ISTANBUL, Turkey, (tP) — Floods 
swept western Turkey today as new 
earthquakes added to destruction. 
suffering and death in both the 
west and the east. 


Thirty two villages in the Geyve 
Valley, 100 miles southwest of Is- 
tanbul, were reported flooded and 
dispatches said many people had 
taken refuge in tree tops awaiting 
rescue. Six hundred persons were 
reported missing at Kemal] Pasha, a 
town of 50,000 population. The vil- 
lage of Azbali disappeared, it was 
said, and even the highest trees 
were submerged. It was believed 
that all communication between Is- 
tanbul and Ankara, the capital, had 
been severed as the railroad runs 
through the Geyve Valley. Authori- 
ties of Brusa province advised the 
government that numerous bodies 
were floating in waters of the flood 
zone which now looked like a gi- 
gantic lake.

RELIEF ROLLS 


October Figures Show 
425 Needy Aged, 88 
Children, 138 Indigents 


State and local relief was given 
to 915 persons in El Dorado county 
in October, according to a study of 
such aid granted to people in Cali- 
fornia, recently made public by Cal- 
ifornia Taxpayers’ asscciation. Of 
the total number of recipients of 
such state and local relief, 425 were 
needy aged persons, 11 needy blind, 
88 needy children, 138 indigents, 
and 253 were receiving relief under 
the SRA. 

The figures for SRA relief are for 
September, the latest data available, 
it was appointed out. 

Over half a million persons, 557,- 
910 to be exact, receive state and lo- 
cal relief in California’s fifty-eight 
counties, the association declared. 
Of these, 133,717 were receiving aid 
to the needy aged, 6,736 aid to the 
needy blind, 38,803 aid to needy 
children. 71,685 indigent aid, and 
306,969 aid through the SRA. Of 
those on SRA, 9,349 were working on 
SRA sponsored or unsponsored work 
project. The half a milion persons 
does not include people receiving 
aid through the various federal] pro- 
jects or the farm security grant pro-

ALLIES NEAR 
RED BREAK

Soviet Russia’s reinforced Red 
army renewed its hammaring — so 
far in vain — at Finnish defense 
lines today but elsewhere in Europe 
diplomacy superseded fighting. 

There were mounting indications 
of a possible break between the 
Western powers, including Italy 
and the Soviet Union, with a wide 
Open question as to whether the 
final alignment would find Ger- 
many fighting beside Russia. 

Those developments became of 
particularly great importance in 
connection with the allies long 
range program for lining up Europ- 
ean nations against the Nazis so 
that the allied blockade would be 
strongly enforced and so that a 
powerful combination may be ready, 
if necessary, to oppose the spread 
of Bolshevism or a Nazi-Bolshevist 
combination if all Europe is pulled | 
into the conflict. 

Authorized sources in Berlin de- 
nied a new flurry of reports pub- 
lished in paris, most of which ap- 
peared to be based largely on wish- 
ful thinking of the French or to 
be a part of the French campaign 
to maintain public Support for the 
war. One of these was a report 
that Marshall Hermann Goering, 
the No. 2 Nazi, was in disfavor with 
Adolf Hitler and that he had been 
wounded in the leg by “snipers” 
who ambushed him. 

The German denial of that report 
was definite but worded in a 
strange manner . It said that Goer- 
ing was spending most of his time 
at his estate but came to Berlin for 
conferences “every few 
which might seem unusual in view 


of the many important jobs held by 
the marshal.

Court Upholds 
Labor Board 


Challenges To NLRB 
Powers Over-Ruled: 
Has “Sole Discretion” 


WASHINGTON, (lt?) — The Su- 
Preme Court today confirmed the 
exercise of broad powers by the Na- 
ional Labor Relations Board, hold- 
ing that federal courts have no au- 
thority to review a board election 
order or a board certification of a 
union as collective bargaining agent. 

The court upheld the position 
taken by the labor board in a se- 
ries of challenges to its powers. It 
did so in these actions: 

Upheld the board in designating 
a CIO union as a coastwise bar- 
gaining unit with employers for 
some 13,000 Pacific Coast waterfront 
workers. 

Upheld the right of the board to 
issue. orders for collective bargain- 
ing elections without revision or in- 
terference by the federal courts. 

The supreme court held that con- 
gress,, through the National Labor 
Relations Act, has vested in the 
hoard itself sole discretion in handl- 
ing these matters.

Sebastian S. Kresge, the one-time 
Bald Mount, Pa., farm boy who cre- 
ated a far-flung 5-and-10-cent store 
chain throughout the United States 
and Canada, has given generosly 
of his wealth but lost through di- 
vorce two wives who complained of 
his thrift and never could improve 
his golf because he spent too much 
time looking for lost balls. 


It was Kresge’s Dutch ancestry 
that gave him a respect for thrift, 
religion and conventional living. In 
addition to the Kresge foundation, 
established with a fund of $23,000,- 
000, the dime store owner has con- 
tributed liberally to the Anti-Saloon 
League of America, other temper- 
ance organizations, to churches, col- 
leges, rescue homes and thé Young 
Men’s Christian Association. 


“I get a greater thrill out of the 
idea of serving others than out of 
anything else on earth,’ he once 
Said, but he was careful never to 
donate to a church congregation 
whose minister used tobacco. 


Kresge, who does not smoke, con- 
Siders uSe of tobacco a “wasteful 
habit.” 


Kresge was born on a farm near 
Bald Mount on July 31, 1867, and 
when he was still young began to 
rise at 4:30 a. m. each day to help 
his father. Later, with savings, part- 
ly accumulated from an apiary, he 
attended Fairview Academy at 
Broadheadsville, Pa., and a Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y., business college. 


He worked successively as school 
teacher at $22 a month, an insur- 
ance agent, a home _ furnishing 
salesman, a department store book- 
keeper, and a tin plate salesman be- 
fore starting at 30 a 5-and-10-cent 
store in Memphis, Tenn., in 1899. 


Two years later he dissolved his 
store partnership with J. T. Mc- 
Crory and went north to Detroit, 
where he founded his present cor- 
poration with a single store. Issu- 
ance of stock permitted expansion 
until the Kressge system extended 
through more than 100 cities in the 
United States and Canada, rivaling 
the F. W. Woolworth company en- 
terprise founded 22 years before Mr.
